On February 19, 1791, 218 French 


families lauded at Alexandria, Va., to 
fled themselves the victims of the 
Wrst big land swindle operated ia 
Ohio. They had bought land through 
one William Duer of New York, who 
represented himself to them as the 
agent of the Scioto purchase com- 
pany and the owner 
of extensive 


tracts on the Ohio river. He was at 
this time in prison for debt and the 
company did not. own a foot of land.

solicit French settlement on it.

Ohio company arranged to sell

lished the city at Gallipolis: and six 
years later congress, in order to re- 
lieve-the swindled Frenchmen, grant- 
ed a tract containing 24,000 acres in

•orapense them for their losses. Even 
as now the promoter was held to be 
worthy of his reward, and four thou 
=;and acre-, m the tract were given 
to John Gabriel Gervais, one of their 
number who iiad some lobbying abil 
ity and was credited with getting the

The rest was

sons over 18 years of age and the 
widows living at that time—1795- 
at Gallipolis 
Apparently many of 


the Frenchmen had returned to their 
own country iv7ien they found how

At 
the stores the clerks stood in door- 
ways and handed out the eggs three 
only to a customer.

Servants take their rest days by 


telling the housekeeper they are go- 
ing for a day or two. 
They come- 


back when it suits them. The days 
of those "perfect Italian servants" 
as Americans used to call them have 
passed away and a housekeeper is 
lucky to have a servant at nil.
